OPINIONS ON CHANGES. 


From enquiries made locally to- 
day regarding: the new tobacco 
duties which came into force yes- 
terday, it ‘appears that, there will 
be comparatively little effect as }- 
far as the general public ia con- 
cerned, but the probable results 
are dificult to judge at Lhis stage, 
owing to the fact that the new 
duties “have been put into effect 
straight away,, and the concerns 
interested now engaged in taking 
stock of the new position, 

There is now to be a flat rate 
of 75 cents per pound duty pn 
all elyarettes, compared with pre- 
vious duties which ranged from. 
$1,560 to’ 30 cents per Ib, | 


Possible Effect, 


The view was expressed to-day 
that thia seemed to Indicate that 
the. more expensive brands of. 
cigarettes, as largely used by the 
forefgn community, would be sub- 
ject to less duty and consequently 
would be somewhat cheaper for 
the consumer, while the cheaper 
cigarottes would probably be sub- 
ject to an increase in price, 

If this view fg found’ to bo cor- 

rect, the difference in price will 
undoubtedly: be small, but the in- 
creased duty will no’ doubt ‘bo 
passed onto the consumer. 
Kt will be noted that the aow 
scale of duty is the mean botween 
$1.50 and 30 cents, and the samo 
principle applies to tho duty on 
cigars which now becomes $1.0 
per Ib., inatead of varying between 
$2.60 and 50 cents,

The lecture is given in full below: 

Thia evening, Indies and gentle- 
men, I am going to show that Ro- 
lizton, 1.0, the relayien that exists 
between “man nnd. God, {s not 
necessarily based on tho authority 
of others, but that man by using 
his senses and his intellect {3 
forced into accepting the funda- 
mental truth of ‘all religion, tho 
lam nat deny- 
ing that man can’ and that man 
doca: make an‘ act of Faith in. the 
existenée of God. All I nssert is 


that, prescinding from all authori-]..- 
ty, the human intellect ia capable |. 


of arriving at . certain, definita 
knowledge of the existence, and 
to a limited extent of ‘the nature 
of God. 

Philosophy divides. the argu- 
ments into three kinds: 1. Afeta- 
phyxical: based on self evident firat 
principles, ns the Principle of 
Causality,’ thé Principle of Suf- 
ficient Reason; 2. Physical: argu- 
ments drawn from the phenomena 
of nature, dhe content of ex- 
perience; 3. Moral:' based on the 
general conduct of mankind, 

In this lecture I shall use the 
second kind, specifically the argu- 
ment’ from design, to prove the 
first part of my thesis; and the 
argument frem the principle of 
causality. ty prove - the second 
part, 

Within, the last two years both 
thone uryuments have been. cited 
hy two men who profess to do 
awny with religion onthe strength 
of them. Neither of the two 
men have quoted the arguments 
correctly, In a book, published 
in 1928, F. H. Hayward sums. up 
the whole Catholic position in ‘five 
PRragraphs on one page. His 
first paragraph reada: “That, aa 
the universe is in existence, it 


must have heen brought into exis-|) 


{ence at some Umo or other by a 
Creator.” That is’ not ‘the argu- 
ment from ‘contingence and. does 
not give thé principle of causality, 


Argument from Design. 


In a lecture delivered by Mr. 
Bertrand Russell at Battersea, in 
March, 1927, betore the National 
Secular Society, ho gives the ar- 
gument from design this form: 


“Bverything in the world is made 
‘| just so that we can live in the, 


world, and if the worldjwere ever 
BO little different ‘we .could not 
manage to live in it. That fa the 
argument from design. It somo- 
timen taker a rather curious form: 
for instnnce, it is argued that 
rabbits have white tails In order 
to be casy to shoot, I do not 
know how the rabbity would view 
the application.” 

Mr, Bertrand Russell {a n clever 
man, an able thinker. In the pre- 
face to his work, Analysis of Matter, 
he shows the Instincts of a great 
scientist, for he speaks with 
modesty of the difMficwity of his 
task and of the meticulous care 
with which .he should: proceed. 
Why does he shed both when he 
talks about religion? Why, in- 
stead of ‘being intellectual, does 
he become shallow; and why, 
‘when he should advance caulious- 
ly docs he indulge in flippuncy? 
That argument is not the aryu- 
ment from design. 

The argument from design is 
this: 1, There exists in the world 
an order and an adaptation of a 
very. wonderful kind; 2, That or- 
‘der ‘is constant, regular and very 
useful; 3, That order is proved 
by all the sclences;.
